House bills H.566 (safe storage), H.567 (confiscation of deadly or dangerous
weapons from a person whom the officer has probable cause to believe has
committed domestic assault), and H.568 (prohibiting possession of firearms on
premises where alcohol is licensed to be served) represent those Charter Changes.
